* 48,000 Acres To 
Wine Grapes In ’72; 


SACRAMENTO — Wine 
grape plantings in California 
increased by more than 48,000 
acres last year. 

This information comes from 
a special survey recently 
completed by the State 
Department of Food and 
Agriculture, the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, and 
the Wine Institute. It presents, 
for the first time, current 
statewide wine, raisin, and table 
grape plantings by variety, age of 
vines, and county. 

With California producing 
more than 80 percent of the 
nation’s wine, the amount of 
land planted to wine grapes has 
been increasing steadily in recent 
years - from 147,400 total acres 
in 1969 to 232,431 acres in 
1972. It is possible that this 
acreage could approach 300,000 
acres by the end of 1973. 

The survey also showed a 
slight decrease in raisin grape 
plantings and a small increase in 
table grape plantings for 1972. A 
total of 551,207 acres of grapes 
of all varieties were growing in 
California last year, an overall 
increase of more than 42,000 
acres over 1971. 

More than 40 percent of 
present wine grape plantings - 
some 95,000 acres - are young 
vines which have not yet started 
bearing. In the next few years, 
many of them will begin setting 
big clusters of aromatic wine 
grapes, which means more wine 
production. 

Most popular wine grape 
varieties among the new 
plantings in descending order 
are: Barbera, Ruby Cabernet, 
Chenin Blanc, Rubired, Cabernet 
Sauvignon, French Colombard, 
Grenache, Petite Sirah, 
Zinfandel, Carignane, Pinot 
Noir, White Reisling, and 
Chardonnay.

persons in the state works in an 
agricultural-related enterprise, 
and that produce from one out 
of four California farm acres is 
now being exported, with value 
and volume of farm exports 
increasing. 

“Japan wants more of our 
agricultural exports,” Grant said, 
“not because the Japanese love 
us but because Japan wants to 
sell more of its manufactured 
products in America. The same 
is true of other nations, which 
means that agricultural exports 
are now a highly important 
factor in cutting down the 
United States balance of trade 
deficit.” 

Grant emphasized that 
America is an industrial nation 
and that “oil is essential to an 
industrialized civilization.” He 


’ said that America must have oil 


as a source of power and that 
more oil is being imported, 
partially because 
environmentalists have been able 
to halt or slow down oil 
development projects. 

He predicted that by the late 
1980s, 50 percent of the oil used 
in America will come from 
Russian-dominated countries. 

Grant said that present policy 
of the Nixon administration to 
take controls off agriculture and 
allow it to operate in a free 
market is good, and he praised 
the efforts of Governor Reagan 
to put a lid on state taxes. 

‘People are fed up with 
constantly increasing taxes,” he 
said. “And we in agriculture 
can’t complain about a $10 
billion cut in the federal budget, 
even though some agricultural

Grant, who serves as a regent 
of the University of California, 
said that budget cuts also apply 
to the educational system. 

“I am for the University; I am 
for good schools,” he said, “but 
the time has come for the 
universities, and schools 
generally, to take a realistic look 
at their programs and their 
financial operation.” 

Concerning labor, he said that 
international labor 
Organizations, with which 
American labor organizations are 
affiliated, are putting pressure 
on American unions to get away 
from their protectionist policies, 
since workers in foreign nations 
want a greater flow of world 
trade so that the products they 
manufacture can be sold on the 
American market. 

Grant concluded by saying 
that in spite of far-out, contrary 
theories, individualism is just as 
valid today as it ever was; 
ownership of property is still 
basic to the American way of 
life; competition is still part and 
parcel of individual 
development; and limited 
government is still a valid 
concept.

to cattle and that cattle need salt 
to remain healthy, so do deer. 
Keck says it’s.a well known fact 
that deer use the salt that. has 
been dropped and will come a 
long way to get it. 

In the past the salt was 
dropped on high ridges of the 
Sierra east of Porterville and 
away from meadows to lure the 
deer into feed areas they might 
not use otherwise. Also the salt, 
in addition to maintaining better 
health, helped to spread the deer 
over a wider area. 

Money for the project came 
from Sportsmen’s funds so there 
was no cost to the State 
department. 

The salt drop project was the 
only attempt being made to 
improve deer habitat, according 
to Keck, who says the Fish and 
Game people have done nothing 
to improve deer range, a fact 
borne out by decline in the deer 


- herd. 


Since the state Game 
Management department was set 
up over 30 years ago the deer 
herd. has declined to half the size 
it was, Keck says.
